No. I. EARLY DAYS TOLD IN STAMPS 


It is generally believed that the first A series of eighteen 
rockets were developed as weapons of war by 
the Chinese and these missiles were probably 
some form of fire arrow, but the rockets 
which apply to space travel were first 
seriously suggested by a Russian in 1903. 

‘Writing in a science journal, Konstantin 
Edouardovitch Tsiolkovskii put forward a 
thesis of propelling an object in the vacuum 
of space,
